came. With other cadets he made an

this extremity -did the only thing that 


s presented itself to kfbp above the 


•water—climbed telephone poles. 


As the water kept rising and rush- 


ing through the night there was no 
chance to get down from the perch 
•among the wires on the pole without 
taking chances on swimming, and be- 
ing unfamiliar with the buildings and 
streets, 
they considered the 
wiser 


thing to do was to remain on the 
pole and wait for' daylight. 


By that time the water was reced- 


ing and they were able to come down 
and 
make their way to camp in

WILL THE CITIZENS AID IN 


ENFORCING ATTENDANCE LAW

County Superintendent 


Chapter 1808. Laws of Florida, re- 


quires that all children between the 
-ages of seven and sixteen years, both 
inclusive, who ^re citizens \of this 
state must attend the nearest school 
lor the full term. 


.The law exempts' from such compul- 


sory attendance any child: 


(1) Who is mentally incapable of 


doing the required school work. 


(2) 
Who has 
satisfactorily com- 


Jletert the eighth grade according to 
jfee adopted course of study for the 


" state of Florida, or of any other state 


having an equivalent course. 


(3) Any child whose services are 


jiecessp.ry for the support of a widow- 
•ed mother or other person dependent 
upon said child for support, provided, 
however, that such dependency be 
established by affidavit by the person 
dependent and other disinterested per- 
sons.

Any child under nine years old 


who lives more than two miles from 
the nearest school, and any child be- 
tween the ages of nine and sixteen 
years who resides 'more than three 
miles from the nearest school, unless 
free 
transportation 
is 
furnished.

(5) Any child whose parents or 


guardian will make affidavit that they 
are unable to provide the child with 
proper books and clothing, provided,

Your Help Needed 


A majority of those whose children 


are irregular in attendance, with good 
reasons and without any reason at all, 
wait for the principal of the school 
and the" attendance officer to write 
them a letter or make a personal call 
to determine the reason for such ab- 
sence. In a school of six hundred en- 
rollment, as many as forty children 
are absent in a single day. To re- 
quire the principal of that school to 
call each parent over the telephone 
write letters, or call personally on 
those who have no phones, would use 
up all the time of that individual, 
leaving no time for the school work 
which he is supposed to do. There 
are fifty schools in the county. Each 
of these schools reports on Friday 
of each week, those who have been 
absent during that week without legal 
reason to the principal. These reports 
are filed with the attendance officer 
Saturday and Monday. Suppose each 
school reports as many as three chil- 
dren, (as a matter of fact the number 
reported each week is much greater 
than three) there would be one hun- 
dred and fifty cases of truancy for the 
attendance officer to look after in one 
week. Our experience in the ppst has 
been that out of tins number, at least 
seventy-five had good and sufficient 
reasons for being absent, but the par 
ents had failed to so advise the prin 
cipal, and because of this failure, the 
principal has wasted much valuable 
time in trying to find out why the 
child was absent and the attendance 
officer has sepnt $1.50 of the* county's

The annual report for the fiscal year 


• ending Aug. 31, as submitted by Busi- 
ness Manager C. E. Stewart, jr., to 
the board of directors of the Florida 
<3itrus Exchange showed the year to 
have been the biggest in the history 
of the co-operative organization, in 
point of number of boxes of fruit 
handled, number of local associations 
affiliating, number of northern mar- 
kets In which fruit was sold. 


The exchange handled 32 1-4 per 


cent of the crop of the state; and 
figures showed the organization to be 
.growing considerably faster than the 
increase of the state's-citrus crop. 


In its effort constantly to widen the 


distribution of its 
fruit, sixty-four 


new northern markets were opened 
;and carload sales effected. 
Eleven 


new exchange packing houses are now 
under construction in various south 
Florida localities and the volume of 
fruit which the exchange will handle 
-during the coming season, exclusive 
.o£ the additional 
tonnage 
of 
the 


-Standard Growers' Exchange, is es- 
timated at a very large increase over 
the last season. When to 
this is 


.added the large holdings which the 


• co-operative organization will sell for 
,the account of the Standard, it is

11 indications pointed to a smaller 
rollment in the high school for this 
ear because the senior class last year 
as large and the eighth grade class 


small. Figuring on this Basis 


rrangements were made to carry on 
10 work this year with one less in- 
ructor than last year. An additional 
istructor has been asked for and 
ill be absolutely necessary if satis- 
ctory work is to be done in this de- 
artment this year, as all classes will 
e much larger when the children of 
e winter residents arrive. The en- 
tllment in the high school \»'ill pro- 
ably be well over 100 by the end of 
le first month of school and still 
rger by the first of the year. Be- 
ause of the less number of teachers 
i the high school the classes all have 
ore pupils than the regulation per- 
ils, all having more than 30 pupils. 
Until the additional teacher is ob- 


tained Principal Goulding has arrang- 
d for the sections to be divided and 
aken on alternate days, the idea of 
le principal being that the pupils 
ill gain more by taking fewer lessons 
n small classes, where individual at- 
ention is possible than more fre- 
uently in large classes where no in- 
iridual attention is possible. This and

population of New Smyrna has grown 
much more than wey had realized, 
as the increased enrollment in the 
schools is concrete evidence of the 
increase in population.

The first unit to arrive will be a 


•dental unit. The work of this unit 
will consist of lectures and demon- 
strations in dental hygiene. The im- 
portance of caring for the teeth will 
be stressed, as will the relation of de- 
cayed teeth to disease. 


Moving pictures will be shown and 


a playlet given by those making up 
the unit. The Importance ot the work 
of this unit will be realized when we 
consider that the examination of the 
school children in several counties 
last year revealed the fact that defec- 
tive teeth was first on the list of de- 
fects found. About 80 per cent of all 
«hildren examined were found to have 
defective teeth. 


The other units, consisting of a doct- 


tor, a nurse and a microscopist, will 
start in different parts of the state. 
They will begin by the examination 
of the school children and will in- 
augurate a follow-up system to see 
that the defects revealed by the ex- 
amination are corrected 
whenever 


possible. 


Clinics will be established for the 


instruction of mothers in the proper 
care and feeding of infants. 


Lectures will be held for midwives, 


and instruction given in the proper 
managment of child birth and the im- 
portance of birth regulation. 


The Florida Federation of Women's 


•Clubs is actively r.sHsting in the prep- 
aration for the survey and under the 
direction of Mrs. J. W. McCollum, 
president, am!

POLE. 


Compelled to spend the night near 


the top of a telephone pole, or drop 
into the flood waters and take chances 
•on being drowned or killed by being 
struck by some of the floating ob- 
jects, was the experience of Carroll 
Rowe in San Antonio, Texas, at the 
.time of the disastrous flood in that 
•city last week, and Carroll writes he 
doesn't want to repeat the exeprience. 


Carroll, who is a cadet in the avia- 


tion service, was recently transferred 
fro mCarlstrom Field, Arcadia, to Kel- 
ley Field at San Antonio, and was in 
the city of San Antonio when the flood 
came. With other cadets he made an 
.attempt to get back to camp, but the 
rushing waters came too fast and 
they were caught on the street with 
no visible chance to escape and in 
this extremity xlid the only thing that 
presented itself to kfbp above the 
•water—climbed telephone poles. 


As the water kept rising and rush- 


ing through the night there was no 
chance to get down from the perch 
•among the wires on the pole without 
taking chances on swimming, and be- 
ing unfamiliar with the buildings and 
streets, 
they considered the wiser 


thing to do was to remain on the 
pole and wait for' daylight. 


By that time the water was reced- 


ing and they were able to come down 
and 
make their way to camp in 


.safety.

WILL THE CITIZENS AID IN 


ENFORCING ATTENDANCE LAW 


* 
By C. R. M. Sheppard 
County Superintendent 


Chapter 1808. Laws of Florida, re- 


quires that all children between the 
Ages of seven and sixteen years, both 
inclusive, who ^re citizens ^of this 
state must attend the nearest school 
lor the full term. 


.The law exempts' from such compul- 


sory attendance any child: 


(1) Who is mentally incapable of 


doing the required school work. 


(2) Who has 
satisfactorily com- 


.flletert the eighth grade according to 
jfee adopted course of study for the 
" state of Florida, or of any other state 


having an equivalent course. 


(3) Any child whose services are 


Jiecessp.ry for the support of a widow- 
•ed mother or other person dependent 
upon said child for support, provided, 
however, that such dependency be 
established by affidavit by the person 
dependent and other disinterested per- 
sons. 


(4) Any child under nine years old 


who lives more than two miles from 
the nearest school, and any child be- 
tween the ages of Bine and sixteen 
years who resides 'more than three 
miles from the nearest school, unless 
free 
transportation 
is 
furnished. 


(Where transportation 
is furnished 


•this exemption is not effective. 


(5) Any child whose parents or 


guardian will make affidavit that they 
are unable to provide the child with 
proper books and clothing, provided, 
that the child shall be required to at- 
fend school should the 
necessary 


books and clothing be furnished to 
said child otherwise. 


(6) 
Any unusual cause, beyond the 


control of the child and the parents. 


» 
With the opening of the schools 


acceptable to the attendance officer, 
next Monday, every child in the coun- 
ty, whether subject to this law or not, 
should enter and attend regularly for 
the full term. Those who are subject j 
to the provisions of this law must 
enter, or show to the attendance of- 
ficer good and sufficient reason for not 
doing so. While the compulsory at- 
tendance laws do not require the at- 
tendance of children whosd parents 
are not citizens of this state (tourists) 
However, the board of public instnic- 
/tion retains the right to exclude any 


child or children whose parents are 
unwilling to abide by our laws and 
co-operate-with officials in the enforce- 
ment of the same. 


Your Help Needed 


A majority of those whose children 


are irregular in attendance, with good 
reasons and without any reason at all, 
wait for the principal of the school 
and the" attendance officer to write 
them a letter or make a personal call 
to determine the reason for such ab- 
sence. In a school of six hundred en- 
rollment, as many as forty children 
are absent in a single day. To re- 
quire the principal of that school to 
call each parent over the telephone 
write letters, or call personally on 
those who have no phones, would use 
up all the time of that individual, 
leaving no time for the school work 
which he is supposed to do. There 
are fifty schools in the county. Each 
of these schools reports on Friday 
of each week, those who have been 
absent during that week without legal 
reason to the principal. These reports 
are filed with the attendance officer 
Saturday and Monday. Suppose each 
school reports as many as three chil- 
dren, (as a matter of fact the number 
reported each week is much greater 
than three) there would be one hun- 
dred and fifty cases of truancy for th£ 
attendance officer to look after in one 
week. Our experience in the pest has 
been that out of this number, at least 
seventy-five had good and sufficient 
reasons for being absent, but the par- 
ents had failed to so advise the prin- 
cipal, and because of this failure, the 
principal has wasted much valuable 
time in trying to find out why the 
child was absent and the attendance 
officer has sepnt ?1.50 of the* county's 
money for stamps to write the parent 
and perhaps she hr.s spent several 
days in visiting the homes in an ef- 
fort to determine the facts in the 
case, \vheii five minutes of the par- 
ent's time in writing a note to the 
principal would have settled the whole 
matter. 


Many times a child is s'ick, his par- 


ents fail to notify the principal, he 
is reported to the attendance officer, 
and the attendance officer mails the 
parent a notice to show reason why

atmosphere in which a child lives at 
home, during the time of employment 
in vacation time, and on the streeia- 
when at leisure, will be manifested by 
Hie individual in his school life. Lake- 
wise, the atmosphere of Uio school- 
room is carried to the home, to th.9 
place of employment, and to the out- 
side world by the child, unconsciously, 
no doubt, but none the less true. What 
a great power for good would thesa 
three agencies be could consistent 
harmony of purpose always prevail. 


Every parent has a right to know 


that his children are being properly 
and thoroughly taught. 
You can 


best determine this by frequent visits 
to the school and in conferences with, 
the teachers and principal. He who 
delights in criticism without first offer- 
ing to help remedy the evil is unwor- 
thy of notice. 
,Xvery teacher has a 


right to demand respect of a parent, 
and every parent has a right to a 
respectful hearing by a teacher. Tha 
parent has a right to demand that 
sort of training for his children which, 
leads to development of strong char- 
acter, strong 
physical bodies,

The citj 
pound and stables are to be moved tt 
the present location of the old city 
jail at the west end of Lytle avenue 
which will take the unsightly build 
ings, fences and supplies off the city 
block.

the child was absent, said parent ig- 
nores the notice. 
The law then re- 


quires the attendance officer to take 
out a warrant for the parent for a 
violation of the law. The parent has 
had an opportunity to show reason 
for such absence, he fails to do so, he 
is arrested, humiliated and the county 
put to something like -$7.00 expense in 
costs, when in court the parent shows 
beyond any question that his child 
was sick, he is exhonovated, of course, 
but this hasn't saved the time, the ex- 
pense and the humiliation. If parents 
will make it a rule to send a note by 
some other child, the very morning 
his child or children are unable to at- 
cend school, explaining why, all this 
trouble would be avoided. But you 
must be sure that one of the six rea- 
sons mentioned above actually exist 
and that you are positively unable to 
remove said cause before you should 
take the risk of ^prosecution, by taking 
your child out without a permit. 


Avoid. "In and Out Plan" 


Xo child can keep up with his gradg 


and accomplish what he srhould attend- 
ing school on the "in and out plan." 
Every child should be present every 
day. Those who are present today, 
'out tomorrow, and back the next day, 
lose the continuity of the work being 
done, and upon returning after a sea- 
son's absence finds himself unable to 
take up the ,;ork of the class and go 
forward with it. This not only handi- 
caps the child but it tears up the 
class room plans, takes much of the 
time of the teacher to explain to the 
child what was, done yesterday during 
his absence, which should properly 
be devoted to the whole class. Par- 
ents who keep their children out of 
school unnecessarily cost the other 
children of the class much valuable 
time. Children who are irregular in 
attendance have no reason to expect 
promotion at commencement time. It 
is strange that parents of such chil- 
dren cannot understand why "Johnny 
did not pass." Xo, dear friend, it was 
not that "Johnny's" teacher was preju- 
diced and didn't want him to pass, it 
was simply because your son thought 
so lightly of his school work that 
he did not think it necessary to be 
in school, and you supported him in 
this attitude. The same aatitude he 
displayed about attending, was also 
shown in his daily work while at 
school, hence he failed promotion. 
Who is to blame? For the most part, 
Johnny and his parents. 


Every individual and every organi- 


zation of even' kind in the county is 
earnestly requested to aid officials in 
enforcing the compulsory school at- 
tendance laws. Begin as an individual 
by keeping your own children 
in 


school. Use your influence with your 
neighbors and their children, and then 
take the matter before the various or- 
ganizations of which you are a mem- 
ber and seek the co-operation of the 
same in a general plan to keep the 
children of your town and community 
in school. These organizations discuss 
plans' for dipping cattle, stamping out 
cattle and hog diseases and plant 
pests, why not make school attendance 
an important topic to talk about and 
to work upon. 
We as!: your help. 


If you will give it in the right spirit 
it will count for more than all the 
laws and all the attendance officers 
in the state.

CITIZENS SHOULD AID 


IN ATTENDANCE LAW

the child was absent, said parent ig 
nores the notice. The law then re- 
quires the attendance officer to take 
out a warrant for the parent for a 
violation of the law. The parent has 
had an opportunity to show reason 
for such absence, he fails to do so, he 
is arrested, humiliated and the county 
put to something like-$7.00 expense in 
costs, when in court the parent show 
beyond any question that his child 
was sick, he is exhonorated, of course, 
but this hasn't saved the time, the ex 
pense and the humiliation. If parents 
will make it a rule to send a note by 
some other child, the very morning 
his child or children are unable to at 
cend school, explaining why, all this 
trouble would be avoided. But you 
must be sure that one of the six rea 
sons mentioned above actually exist 
and that you are positively unable to 
remove said cause before you should 
take the risk of prosecution by taking 
your child out without a permit. 


Avoid. "In and Out Plan" 


Xo child can keep up with his gradg 


and accomplish what he should attend- 
ing school on the "in and out plan." 
Every child should be present every 
day. Those who are present today, 
'out tomorrow, and back the next day, 
lose the continuity of the work being 
done, and upon returning after a sea- 
son's absence finds himself unable to 
take up the ,rork of the class and go 
forward with it. This not only handi- 
caps the child but it tears up the 
class room plans, takes much of the 
time of the teacher to explain to the 
child what was done yesterday during 
his absence, which should properly 
be devoted to the whole class. Par- 
ents who keep their children out of 
school unnecessarily cost the other 
children of the class much valuable 
time. Children who are irregular in i 
attendance have no reason to expect 
promotion at commencement time. It 
is strange that parents of such chil- 
dren cannot understand why "Johnny 
did not pass." Xo, dear friend, it was 
not that "Johnny's" teacher was preju- 
diced and didn't want him to pass, it 
was simply because your son thought 


lightly of his school work that 


he did not think it necessary to be 
in school, and you supported him in 
this attitude. The same aatitude he
